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DETAILED ACTION 

This application is a divisional of 09/830,734 (July 27, 2001), now U.S. Patent 
6,605,603, which is a 371 of PCT/EP99/08269 (October 29, 1999) which claims priority 
to Argentina P 98 01 05446 (October 30, 1998). 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 32-46, and 54, drawn to a method for maintaining a healthy bone 
structure herein, classified in class 514, subclass 740 for example. 

II. Claims 47-53, drawn to a method for the stimulation of Ca 2+ -channel 
signaling cascade, classified in class 514, subclass 740 for example. The 
use of the term "medicament" is treated as a method claim. Note that "a 
medicament for mobilization of Ca 2+ -ions from IP 3 - sensitive stores," is 
interpreted as a method for the mobilization of Ca 2+ -ions from IPs- 
sensitive stores. 

III. Claims 55 and 56, drawn to a screening method for Ca 2+ channel 
blockers, classified in class 424, subclass 9.1 for example. 

Claim 57 link(s) inventions I and II. The restriction requirement among the linked 
inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claim 57. Upon the 
indication of allowability of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the 
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linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise 
requiring all the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be rejoined and fully 
examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104 Claims that require all the 
limitations of an allowable linking claim will be entered as a matter of right if the 
amendment is presented prior to final rejection or allowance, whichever is earlier. 
Amendments submitted after final rejection are governed by 37 CFR 1.116; 
amendments submitted after allowance are governed by 37 CFR 1 .312. 

Applicant(s) are advised that if any claim(s) including all the limitations of the 
allowable linking claim(s) is/are presented in a continuation or divisional application, the 
claims of the continuation or divisional application may be subject to provisional 
statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant 
application. Where a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 
121 are no longer applicable. In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 1211, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131- 
32 (CCPA 1971). See also MPEP § 804.01. 

Inventions l-lll are unrelated to each other. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
designs, modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant 
case, the different inventions are separate and distinct from each other since they have 
different modes of operation and have different functions. For example, invention I is 
drawn to a method for maintaining a healthy bone structure while invention II is a 
method for stimulating Ca 2+ channel signaling cascade, while invention III is a screening 
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method. Stimulating Ca 2+ -channel signaling cascade can be accomplished without the 
presence of any bone structure. For example, signaling can be studied using a trans- 
membrane protein. The screening method can also be performed without the presence 
of bone structure, in vitro. 

Each method of treatment relates to a separate and distinct area of 
pharmaceutical technology. The search for all inventions would place an undue burden 
on the examiner in view of the diversity of the medical disorders to be treated and the 
corresponding diversity in the field of search for each. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized 
divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not 
distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the 
election shall be treated as an election without traverse. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions or species are not
